THE FATE OF ELLIOTT.

IT IS STILL UNSETTLED AND THE JURY
ADJOURNS TO MONDAY,

Intense Feeling Among the People of
Colambus—Corruption Charged and an
"Outbreak Feared—The Jury Wants to
Enow Who Fired the First Shot.
TSPECIAL TELEGEAM TO THE DISPATCH. ]
- CoLumsws, July 25.—The feeling against
the jury in the Elliott murder case is grow-
ing quite intense, and the remarks which
are heard on all hands are of a most threat-
ening character, though it is not believed
there is any such feeling as might lead to
an outbreak of any character. The jury re-
tired with the case Thursday noon, and the
publie expected it would require a day or
two to Jook over the main points of the
case, which had been along
for wearly three months, though the
majority thought it such a strong
one that no, more time should be
consumed in  retnrning a verdict of
murder in the first than would be
mmmd in writing out the verdiet. ‘
suspense snd feeling was very high

till sbout noon, when the jury sent for
Judge, when the foreman of the jury sub-
mitted a series of questions to the Judge,

the most important of which was one fsk-
ing that the Court give them his under-
standing of the testimony as to who fired
the first shot, the defendant in the case or
the vietim.

The eyvidence on this point Is voluminous
and all one way and came from seven or
eight eye-witnesges to the tragedy, and the
Court  felt a little nettled that he
should be asked to remember the evidence
and give the jury his recollection of the
same. Judge Pugh ecalled the attorneys for
both sides into court and tried muld e an
arrnpgement by which they co agree
upon certain portions of the transeript
which should be submitted to the jury for
their perusal, but this did not seem satis-
faotory. The Judge finally concluded he
would undertake to give the jury his re-
membrance of the evidence on the one
point, and he took till Monday morning to
pre himself to perform the work.

FAKING ABOUT QUAY.

A Story From Philadelphia That He
Would Resign.the Senate.

NOT A BIT OF TRUTH IN IT,

Though His Close Friends Who Were Inter-
viewed Confirmed It.

WHAT THE SENATOR SAYS ABOUT IT

There will be published in Philadelphia
this morning the following concerning
Senator Quay: =

Senator M. 8. Quay’s resignation of the
Chairmanship of the Republican National
Committee, the annonncement of which
last Bundsy he has confirmed himself, is but
the forerunner of his resignation from the
United States Senate, which will be pre-
sented npon the meeting of Congress in De-
cember.

Senator Quay has informed his close
political friends in this State of his unalter-
sble determination to retire from the Sen-
ste and to spend the winters and the bal-
ance of his days in Florida. Other politi-
cal friends could be cited, but it is enough

to satisfy any doubts as to Quay’s purpose
to quote rate South, than whom no
other man in lvania politics hasa

closer relation to Quay, Mr. South says:
Prepared a Resignation Last Year,

“‘Senator Quay will resign his seat in the
United States Senate in December. He, of
courss, knows that this will result in the
appointment of a Demograt to fill out his

Sent tothe Wife of the Minister of
the Interior of France.

LIKE A PRESENT,

IT LOOKED

But Was Found to Contain & Heavy Charge
of Faulminate Powder.

THE WOULD-BE ASSASSINS UNKENOWN

PAnts, July 25.—It became known to-
day that an attempt bad been made to
assassinate Mme. Constans, wife of the Min-
ister of the Interior. It was at first re-
ported that an infernal M;e};;i l:_‘a'en

loded in the apartments Jar-
::f. wifa of the President of the Republic,
at Elysee Palace. Some people said that she
was killed. Others had it that she was only
severely wounded.

Owing to the red-tape police and mili-
tary system which prevails in this country,it
isalmostimpossible to getat the real facts in
a case like this. The police and military au-
thorities, however, do not attempt to deny
that Mme.Constans’ life has been attempted,
but they elaim that, in the interests of
justice, it is advisable to eay as little as
possible about the matter at present.

How the Attempt Was Made.

Mme. Constans had received a package ad-
dressed to her from Toulon and apparently
contsining an oblong box. The wrapping
paper around the supposed box was taken
off and the package was found to consist of
a good sized missal or Roman Catholio
massal book. Al first sight it wasa neat
present to send to the wife of the Min-
ister.

TUpon more careful examination, however,
it waa found that the leaves of the missal,
to outward appearances, had been stuck
together with wvarnish or mueilage. Thia
caused a still more careful examination of
the mysterious missal, and upon being
opened with the greatest care it was found
that the interior of the book had been cut
awsy, in the manner sometimes adopted by
smugglers who desire to send artieles free of
duty through the mails and place them in &
hollowed-out book for that purpose.

The report of the attempted assassination
of Mme. Constans is the talk of Paris,and has
caused cousiderable indignation. There are
people of course who link this alleged at-
tempt upon the Minister's life with the
recent defeats of the French Government in
the Chamber of Deputies, with the Boulan-
gist agitators and in the Alsace-Lorraine
passport regulations debate and other simi-
lar matters. Butit would not be surprising
if the whole matter should turn out to be
the work of a dangerous lunatie.

An analysis of the powder which was
found in the hollowed-out portion of the
book received by Mme. Constans proves
that it is fulminate of mercury, a highly ex-
plosive compound.

HENREY M. STANLEY HURT.
He Falls During a Forest Walk and Severely
Injures His Thigh,

GeNEva, July 25.—Henry M. Stanley
has met with a serious acoident. According
to information received here from Muerron,
where Mr. Stanley is staying with his wife,
the explorer has fractured bis left lower
thigh bone by accidentally slipping while
mountain elimbing.

‘While passing throngh a wood Mr. Stan-
ley slipped on some rocky ground and fell
heavily to the ground. Two English doe-
tors, who happened io be stopping at Muer-
ron, bandaged DMr. Stanley’s injured leg,
and then had the explorer conveyed to
Muerron. The physicians think the fracture
will heal easily, and no complications are
feared.

STEAMEHIP COMPANIES NOT TO BLAME.

A Worthless Swede Beats His Wife
